Drives Hurmau Jauseu Aloue in a Dory on to 
the Rocky Const of Uoresbr Iiiland-Kiglit 
Days Iiost and Nparly Starved— Kails Down 
a Cllirand Shatters His Arm. 

During tho time the schooner Theresa 
wa.'! at .Saiindei's' Hnrtmr, Mi irosby Islaiirl, 
one of t ho crew bad an ex loM'leiice that 
nearly eost him his life. Herman .laiisoii 
was periniltcd by the captain to go out 
alone in a dory hshiiig, with the under- 
standing that he was to receive tho same 
for the flsh as the boats containing two 
men. Before evening, wi,h the wind nnd 
tide against liitn, ho was iiiiabk) to roach 
t ho Kchooiier, and drifted for three days 
and nIglilH, with no food but llio black 
cod he had caught. On tho fourth day ii 
gale sprung up and his boat was blown 
ashore. He took its contents out, 
and in the afternoon tho boat was 
dashed to pioces against tho rocks. In 
the iiioriiiiig he started to wivik along tho 
moiinlalnous coast to where the se.liooner 
lay, cirrylng some lish for food in a sail. 
From exposure and Innigor during bis 
weary walk over rocks miil ♦linHigli liiu 
lier, he becamo doiiientod, and on the 
evening of the seventh day ho fell down a 
s;i'e|i descont to the lieaell, a distaiicu of 
two biindred foot, badly smashing his arm 
in the descont. He lay on the beach in 
tho pelting rain unconscious during the 
night, but revived in tho inoniing. 
Stniiiliiig up, ho saw the lioats on their 
way out lolisli. Willi his unhurt arm 
he waved hia sou'wester hat, was seen, 
and the boat put inshore and rescued him, 
taking him to the schooner. 

Capt. Olson examined the arm, and 
took out about two inches of bone that 
was prolriiiling froiii the .skin. lie 
washed tho wound ami ili\sKeil it as well 
as ])ossible, ami idacoil it in splints, at- 
teiiding to it every day. ilie patient 
siill'ered great pain during the tirsl week, 
when thu wound had partly healed. It in 
suvornl weeks since the accident occurred, 
and when Drs. Davie and Ilelinckon oi- 
aniined it, they diHcovered that it would 
lie iieeessiiry to open up the uriii and 
eoniieel the bones which hiid been iinH]>- 
ped III two, Jansen was sent to thu 
Royal Hospital and will be operated up- 
on to-day.

THB SKIL PISHEEY. 

It is very ttiifortunatu that the delicious 
lish wliicli, as far as we know, is peculiar 
to tho waters of the Xortliorn Pacific, has 
been eallod the " black cod." It is not a 
eodtiah. It doe.s not resemble the cotl in 
any single particular, exccopt porlia[)8 
slightly iu its shape. So for from being 
like the codfish it is strikingly unlike it. 
The cod is a Icm fisli, its moat is dry — 
the skil, as it ought to bo called, is an 
extremely fat ti.sli, its llesli is juicy and its 
ll.avor, oillicr fresh or salt, is simply do- 
lieioits. It woiilil be imijossible to cure 
tho skil by drying it. It is altogether too 
fat and its llesh too delicate. It is a 
great dual itioru like a mackerel than a 
codlish, and any one that tries it will find 
it for a breakfast relish not only an eii- 
aelletit substitute for that fine fish, but 
greatly it.^ superior in doliency of flavor. 
We trust that tho name " black cod " 
arbitrarily chosen, and greatly tiiisleading, 
will bill into disuse ami I bat the lish will 
lie mailu to the woilil by its inilive name 
"Sl;il." It m.ay be said tb.al llierc is very 
little tn a ii.iine. Itut in this instance 
there is, in nur opininn, ;i very great deal. 
If this lish is iiitroihiced to tho world, to 
which it is as yet almnstan utter at ranger, 
iiniler tho name of "black cod," nine )ieo- 
[ilo out of ton will form a false idea of it. 
I'iie)- will consider it to be a very diH'erent 
tisli froni what it really is; and it will 
take a vcty hitig limo lo erailieato the 
false notion from the [jublic mind. .No 
one as yet attaclies .any iilr.a (n the word 
"skil " anil a lish put on t be niarkcls of 
the I'^ast unilof t h.al name will ha\ e im 
prejudices in nieel and no i-rroneuus ide.is 
I.I ciificct. The_;triilli is, a iiinfe un- 
happy tianio than "black cod" could not 
bi! chosen for the lish and the sooner it 
ia ehiinged for another the better for 
those who are developing the tiahery and 
for tho public. Tlioao who are opening 
up the "skil" fishery deserve a gre.at deal 
of credit fur their elitcrprise. 'I'hey Inive 
many dilliciiltics to me.d. A'ery little is 
known about the tisli .iml its haimts. (biv- 
eriimetit has done literally iiotliitig for 
the Kritisli Columbia deep sea or inshore 
liahci man. The tishor for "skil" must bo 
his own e.xploror and survoyor. Uo must 
discover for himself whore the tiah are 
to bo found in greatest abundance 
and he muat, without tho aid 
i.f a chart, iind out where tho harbors are 
■vnd what are their characteriatica. Cajit. 
A. McLean, of the Mary Kllen, who h.is 
ju.»t relittrnoil from a skil lishing expedi- 
tion, li.ail, ill miner's p.arlaiice, "to pros- 
pect " both for lishing m-iitinils ami b.ir- 
bors. He wa.s successful in di.scovering 
an excellent harbor not laid down in any 
chart, which he called ".Sydney." 'I'here 
at e. ho s,iy3, good harbors along the coast 
of (,)(icen Charlotte Island if you can 
only tind them. (iood harbors easy 
of access, area necessity in this new hali- 
ery. The fishery can bo carried on at all 
seasons of tho year, and in winter when 
tho winds are high the stifety of boats 
and schuoiiora roipiires that thoy should 
be at no distance from a safe haven into 
which tlu'y can rcailily run at the first 
:i|ipcarani ii nf danger. it is a littlo sur- 
prising that the I ;.iveiiinient has not dmie 
more in u.xjiloriiig tlie tishcrioa iiiid in 
surveying the coast. The tisheries are a 
mine of woidlh to the province and to 
the Dominimi. They are immediately 
available, and the Duminiuu (Government 
should lose no time in doing what it is 
necessary to do to aid in their develop- 
ment. It ia to lie remarked that while 
industries in the older jirovineeb of the 
Dominion are itmler the fostering care of 
the Uomiiiioii ( iovernmeut, those pecu- 
liar to r.ritisli Ci.Utmbia are eillier dis- 
cimrayed of wlmlly neglected. lint we 
aro proud to km.w that there .-ire men of 
pluck and energy in I Ins i.roviiice who 
are too independent and too self-roiiant 
to wait until governnieiit does its part to- 
wards the development of its rosourcoa. 
They scorn lo hang round tho circum- 
locution ollioo until it ploasos its Hlee|iy 
otticials to move, but I hey take the mat- 
ter in their own liands and dotlieliov- 
m nmeiit'a work as well as their own. They 
ate in lishing, as they were in mining, 
doing 1 Iieir own pioneer wurk, and it ih 
pleasing tn .see 1 li.at llieie is every pfi.s- 
p.'ct ..I their lal... rs l.i-in- .•.■..wi.eil l.y 

C'.ild.iin .Ml Le.in has gamed much in 
fi rmation which will bu useful to llmse 
who, ill the future, engage in the skil 
lishery. Fishing for akil, ho says, is very 
heavy work. The old Newfoundland 
li.-iheniieii, tvho formed his crew, said 
that the work put a greater strain mi 
tlieir powers of eiidiirancu than lishing 
r I'lid on the hanks of Newfoiimllaiid. 
This is i.wiii:; to the great delitli of uatt'f 
^^llll■b th.' IhIi ate fi.iiml. Altlioiigli 
I were l.i he fi.nml fioiri betweuii two 
(i. live miles i,f the .shiifc, tho water in 
the siioalest |jari in wliieh they wi^re 
caught was two hundred fathoms deep. 
The fishing is done with hand lines and 
trawls. Me holiuives that tho fishing will 
1)0 mainly done by large bouts. This 
will iiecessilatu the ostablisliinuiit of sin 
tions all along tho coast. 'I'he 
m'orii to which ho belongs are 
.already littiiig up a station at .Syilney. In 

November anil I )ei liiertbe weather is 

\'ery rnii-h, the winds bciin,; principally 
from t he Hoiil licast and southwi^st. The 
reader will bo able to loi m an idea of the 
kiml of woiithor there is oir the coast of 
Queen Charlotte Islands when he learns 
that Capt. McLean was on the lishing 
grounds twenty days, and in that time 
there wore only nine days in which he 
could fish. Ill summer, however, the aea 
is calm and Ashing can ho done nearly 
every day of the working week. The 
climate is pleiiHant. The weather even in 
the fidl i.i not mtielt, if al all, ci.liler than 
it :.i in this pint of the iiiovince. 

There was no dilliciilty experienced in 
getting bait. The skil appi'aiH to ho a 
greedy lish and bites readily. liesides 
lik il, t here .-iic in the wateis of (,>iieeii 
(Jhallotle Iblaiids hidibul, I'yU CuU, dug- 



fish, salmon, bosidoa the smaller tiah in 
abundance. 

It ia quite evident that the skil fishery 
will, in the near future, be a source, of 
wealth to the province, and will give em- 
ployment to thousands. What is required 
now ia to find a market for tho fiah. We 
believe that when it once gets a fair trial 
it will be priitiounceil tia lino a lish as 
awiiiis. It has the advantage of riitainiiig 
its good ([ualitios when pickled. The 
Newfoundland nion, who have eaten the 
very best fish to be found on tho eastern 
side of the continent, declare that they 
never in their lives tasted so delicious a 
fish as the skil. This verdict wo heartily 
indorse. Tho Balinoii and tho inackurel 
are coiiaidered dolioato and finely flavored 
fish, but in our opinion the skil is, fresh 
or salted, superior to them both. 

I'UULIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

'I'd Tilt: hiniiidi: -Aa a new-comer lo 
this country, you may perhaps alhiw nie 
to make some remarks respecting a few 
of the impressions which have struck nie 
during my short stay hero, and 1 do ao 
not in tho nature of a ci:>m|>l.iint , but 
rather as a meaiiK for the ])ublic good. I 
notice that the pres.--- is tirst and foremost 
in advocating reform and |irogress, and 
in promoting tho welfare of N'ictoria. 
'I'hough tho city may bo one of <dd stand- 
ing ill tho west, and the jilan of its streets 
and I'oailii traced out admirably to develop 
its natuial position, it ia yyt lacking in 
many mmlern roipiiremonts to bring it on 
a par with other cil ies of the present time. 

It it is true it has steam and i.elrgraphic 
communication and the electric light, but 
what aboui tho ilrainago of the cil y / l''rom 
its geographical position, its system of 
drainage ought simply to bo perfect : 
yet, strange to sa}', nature ia much left to 
itself, and the eoiisei pietices of such ,a Ktato 
nf tiling's are, that (he ci(y is imt lite 
health abode i\ liich otherw ise one Would 
expect it to be. I'liless this most vital 
want be supplied soon, tho authnritie.s 
will find some day, to their coat, that they 
have relied too much on the beauty of the 
ailuatiuii, to the detriment of the public 
luialtli. I li.ave been struck also with the 
inellicienl manner th.al the scaveiiLting of 
the sl.'eets and cro..isinL.'s is cai rieil on. I 
am inclined to believe that this work is 
mil done at all. 1 f only the elect ric light 
cnulil throw its rays on some of the dtirk 
recesses of the town, 1 doubt nt>t but that 
the Sanitary I'oard would bo astonished. 

It appears, further, that the postolllce 
authorities do not undertake the delivery 
of letters beyond tho city. If such he tho 
ease, has not the time come for them tn 
consider the necessity of a door to door 
ilelivery in the siibtirliaii districts 

1 have also iiidiced t he absence of any 
tram-car comniunieation either in the city 
or its auutirbs. With good roads there 
can be no doubt that this must be much 
needed by the population. It ia time that 
vi liiclcs or oinnibusses of a b\-egotie age, 
such as pi)' bid Ween ^'iclo^ia and Idsipii- 
malt, should make loom for some mote 
modorn and dlicieiit mmle of tiavelling. 
With the tram car s_vstem, the population 
of Victoria would simply double itself in 
the course of time. 

I must not forget to niontion that oye- 
si.re to \'ictori,a on the We-t. I refer to 
to the ro.ui across the r.ailu.ay bridge .and 
Indian Reserve, the tilth which 
accumulates all along that route renders 
it simply imp iss.able. The very slender 
bridge across tho Keaervc is also very 
dangerous, there being no prolection 
whatever to pass there in safety day m- 
night. Could not tho tiuthorittes do 
something to nnike this |iretty sjjot ;i lit- 
tlii more accessible than it is at present 
for the public at large / I shall not dil 
ate further on (hi-.-,e vaiious subjects, as I 
may consider each of them separately on 
some future occasion. 1 trust 1 have said 
enough to rou.se the authorities lo con 
aider seriously tho rei|uireii)onta of the in 
habitants. I am afraid that N'ictoria has 
been very much pro-occupied in extend- 
ing its commerce and has relied ii great 
deal on its good looks, like a vain young 
lad}', to the detriment of its internal im- 
provement. O. .S.

FATAL llAIJjWAY ACCIDENT, 

A Hoattle-lUiunil Train, While at the I'-iyall- 
up Station, Struck by a Freight Knglne— 
An Estimable Lady Cnubsd and ticalded 
to Death. 

A disastrous railway aecidoiit, resulting 
in tho death of Mrs. Wilcox, wife of INIr. 
T. B. Wilcox, of Ladd & Tilton's bank, 
Portland, and tho dangoidus injury of 
Kngiiieor .loaoph Doano, of fioiglit No, 
18, occurred at Puyallup Junction, be- 
tween Seattle and Tacoma. Monday morn- 
ing. 

'J'lio morning was very foggy, tiiid ob- 
jects could not bo clearly distinguished 
many foot distant. While tho train was 
standing at thu dojiot and wa:i di.sclla.r^'- 
iiig passongors and froiglit, thu sound of 
approaching cars was heard, and almost 
before it could be realized, freight train 
No. 18 had dashed into the rear of tlio 
Pullman sleeper. Tho locomotive ran 
into the car almost u|) to its whistle valve 
and tho tender wf.a compWtoly tuluacopod 
and driven in a heap on the driving-lio.x 
of tlio ongiiio. There were a niimlier of 
passongors in tlie Pullman, some of wliom 
weio fully dressed, some making their 
tnilots, while others were,yot in bed. Tlie 
first wiiriiing of tho iinpoiiding di.sa.ster 
was an outcry from the people outside 
tlie car, who discovorcd tho freight, om- 
iM-giiig from tho fog at tho rate of about 
•_'0 miles an hour. Tlie alarm startled (lie 
oceiiiiantH of tho entire train, and tlioso in 
tlu l'ulliiian, who aioso and ouuld sue out 
of tho rear window, discovered tho loco- 
motive rapidly approaching tho car. Some 
fletl to the forward end of the car, and 
others were so terrified with fear that 
they did not know which way to. turn, 

.Mr. and ."Mrs. \\ ilcox, who were travel- 
ing froiii Poitlaiid to Seattle, had jtist 
ari.-ioii, she going to llie ladies' toilet room 
in the re.ir of the car, and ho in the other 
direction. About the time Mis, Wilcox 
reached her destination she ,saw the ap- 
proaching train, and it is supposed hur- 
ried into the toilet room, possibly think- 
ing upon the impulse that it might aflbrd 
her protection. Tho engine rushed on 
and dashed into tile car, and in the wreck 
Mrs. Wileo.x was tliinwn abovo lliosteaiii- 
ehest of till- locomotive, uhieli burst and 
eniitlial eloiid.s of steam, that, if tlie pool- 
lady were not allogethor dead from the 
shock, must surely have ended lier life in 
a very few monients. Tho engineer was 
crushed anmng tho tlehrU and badly in 
jurod, but the liroinan escaped by jump

Tho Tho- 
rcaa. left port on the oth October and with 
faviirable winds and weather, made Saun- 
ders Harbor, i.iiieen Charlotte Island, 
four days out, .She was provided wdth 
all modern fishing appliances, her crow 
was composed of twolvo experienced 
cod-lishera from the Newfoundland banks, 
and she carried six dorys with trawls of 
600 hooks to each boat. Owing to ad- 
verse winds the boats could not go out un- 
til llie 17th of October, and then the 
it lier was entirely too boisterous for good 
liHliiiig. In nine days the catch numljer- 
eil 2,000 lisli of good size and oxcullont 
inidity. The lish were |)laced in brine 
luul arrived in sjilendid condition. Tho 
staunch little schooner met with head 
winds all the way on tho return trip, 
"lich was made in sixteen days. Caiitaiii 
Olisiiii coiiiciiles witii the opinion ex- 
pres,sed by i:apt. McLean, that tho black 
eiiil lisliing iniliislry will asauiuo vast pro- 
pmlioiis as soon as lisliing stations are en- 
tiihlialied and the navigation of the ground 
is iicconi|ilished. Ho thinks that to make 
tho lialiing a complete success, steam ves- 
Bol.H and launches must bo employed. 
Altliough tho cod wdien dried meets with 
11 iviidy market, the captain considers tho 
pickliii!,' process of curing the bsli, by far 
the most s.itishietory. ( )f course pickling 
Would iieces.silale the use of a largo num- 
bur of barrels, and if a barrel factory was 
ostiiblished at Saunders' Harbor, it would 
greatly advanco Ihe industry. Suitable 
timber for barrel staves is to be found in 
iiiiiu«nae ipiantities but a short distaiieo 
from the harbor, and everything seems to 
li.ave beiui lioiiiit ifully provided by gener- 
iius uiit lire to iii.ake thebhick coil hanks 
Kile I )f I he greal lisliing sl.itiiuis of the 
woihl. The iiiichoi.igo along the coast is 
excellent, in natural harbors well shol- 
tored from tho wind. The banks are only 
llireo miles otV the shore. The supply 
of lish at all times is all 
tliiit eiuihl he ilcsii eil, and .steam lishing 
vessels wilh three or four hundred falli- 
uiiiaiif cihlc woul.l doubtless succeed best 
in llie tishery. Dog lish, skate, red cod 
ami sharks were found in great abundance 
at iho groinids. while Captain Oleson re- 
piul,s that indications of gjld have been 
foniicl all along the coast of (Juoen Char- 
lotte Islaiiil.
